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Foreword 


The Queen of the Ladies of the Universe, Fatima (AS), the 
daughter of the Seal of the Prophets, Muhammad (SA), is the 
symbol of infallibility. She embodies courage for all men and 
women who stand against tyranny and oppression. She is the first 
female in Islam who stood up in defence of the guardianship 
[wikiyal|. She is the backbone of the movement of the Commander 
of the Faithful (AS). If it were not for her and her children, then 
Islam would have been orphaned for eternity. 

Born from the noblest parents, Prophet Muhammad (SA) 
and Khadija (AS), she truly understood what nobility meant. Her 
trained servants became the best practising people in society. Her 
children touched the peaks of human perfection. Her husband 
deemed her a support in obeying God. Her father regarded her not 
only as his daughter, but as his mother as well. He showed his 
respect for her by standing up for her when she entered his 
assembly. 

History regards her as the most eloquent female in Arabic. 
Her status in knowledge was so high that the highest-ranking 
companions of the Messenger of Allah would come and learn 
from her. Pleasing her was pleasing her father, and pleasing her 
father meant pleasing Allah. Thus, the true believers always wished 
to please her. 

She was born on the 20" of Jamadi al-Thani in the fifth 
year of Bitthat (five years after the Prophet’s proclamation of 
prophethood). On her birth she bore witness that, “There is no 
god but Allah and my father is the Messenger of Allah.” 

She lived with both her parents until the death of her 
mother when she was only seven years old. When her father 
migrated to Medina, she followed him. In Medina, her father 


received many proposals for her hand in marriage. He accepted 
the proposal of his cousin ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib (AS). Fatima (AS) 
married *Ali (AS) on the first of Dhil Hijja in the second year of 
migration. In their fruitful marriage, Fatima (AS) gave birth to two 
sons, Hasan and Husayn (AS), and two daughters, Zaynab and 
Umm Kulthüm (AS). Her third son, who was miscarried, was 
named Muhsin (AS) by the Holy Prophet (SA). 

During her life in Medina, the women of Medina would 
come to her house and learn from her. She has narrated many 
traditions from her father. Many of these have been reported from 
her husband, ‘Ali ibn Abu Talib (AS). Other reports are from her 
children. Some traditions are also reported from some noble 
companions who she taught. Her style of teaching, speaking, way 
of walking, and appearance most resembled her father (SA). She 
was the most beloved person to her father, the Messenger of Allah 
(SA). Likewise, she loved the Prophet the most. 

She was greatly saddened after the death of her father. One 
of the reasons for her grief was the sad demise of her father. Other 
reasons for her anguish were the denial of her inheritance and the 
usurping of the rights of her husband by the government. As a 
consequence of the mental and physical torture she received from 
the people in her era, she suddenly left this world when only about 
nineteen. Her martyrdom occurred either 75 or 95 days after the 
death of her father. Therefore, she died on the 13^ of Jamadi al- 
Awwal or the 3" of Jamadi al-Thani in 11 Hijra. 

This book contains some lectures on the status of Fatima 
(AS) delivered on the day of her martyrdom. These lectures were 
delivered by one of the leading figures of the Religious Seminary in 
Qum. The city of Qum has the largest Shiite religious seminary, 
containing over sixty thousand students and researchers. The 
highest level in the traditional Shitite Usali Seminary is the level of 
Khari. In Qum, the most popular teacher of Khdrij in terms of 


attendance and material, is the Grand Ayatullah Shaykh Husayn 
Vahid Khorasani (may Allah protect him). His works, especially 
on the lives of the Infallibles (AS), are unique not only in 
eloquence and style, but also in depth and innovativeness. The 
Ayatullah elaborates upon aspects of their holy lives which the 
reader may never have discovered before. His words leave a 
spiritual mark upon the reader, and add to his recognition of the 
Holy Progeny (AS). The Ayatullah is especially attached to Hadrat 
Fatima and Imam al-Sadiq (AS). 

"Today there are numerous books about the brief life of 
Fatima (AS) in this world. In fact, encyclopaedias are being 
compiled on her life and contribution. These encyclopaedias differ 
in size; some are as little as one or two volumes. Others are six to 
seven volumes; however, some are as vast as ten or twenty 
volumes. Nevertheless, may Allah accept this humble effort of just 
a few pages to please her, ami.

In the Name of Allah, the Beneficent, the Merciful 


All Praise be to Allah, the Lord of the Worlds. Blessings of Allah be upon 
our Master Muhammad and his Purified Progeny, in particular the remaining 
one on earth. Curse be upon their enemies till the Day of Judgement. 


The purpose of creation is to recognise and serve the 
Exalted Lord; however, this recognition is not possible without the 
path of revelation. The light of intellect is extinguished before the 
light of His Reverence and Pride. Generating and forming ideas 
about the essence, attributes and actions of the Unseen of all 
Unseen is darkness upon darkness. Whatever you have differentiated 
with your imagination in the finest of concepts is a creation created like 
yourselves, which returns to you.’ The light to reach the path is: Adah is 
the Light of the heavens and the earth.’ This is confined to the niche of 
the heart, in which the lamp of revelation is lit: (This is) a Book which 
We have revealed unto you so that you may bring people forth from utter 
darkness into light by their Lord’s permission? 

The service is worthy of the Most Praised and the Most 
Holy who created the human being from a uniting life-germ, the 
human being who is the heart of this world even though he did 
not have a mention of his name in this universe. Allah bestowed 
man with hearing so that he can give ear to the verses of His law, 
and gave him sight so that he may see the verses of wisdom. 
Although He created this creation from despicable fluid, it reached 
the level of wisdom, certainty, knowledge of certainty, vision of 
certitude, and true certainty. So praised be Allah, the Best of Creators.’ 

However, worship of that Unique Being, just like His 
recognition, is not possible except with the constitution of worship 
legislated from the Most High, the Most Great, and delivered by 
His great prophets. This is so that everyone can call the Lord of 


Glory and Honour with His names of Exaltation and Glory, which 
are the gems from treasures of His cognition. To Allāh alone belong 
all the most Beautiful Names; so call unto Him thereby.’ 

The recognition and worship, which is the purpose of the 
creation of the mankind and the result of sending the prophets, 
has reached its completion with the sending of the Seal of the 
Prophets (SA), who is the Seal of what has happened and the 
Opener to what will happen. 

The noble tree of religion, which Allah the Exalted has 
planted in the land of nature with pure wisdom and power: So set 
your face uprightly for religion, in natural devotion to the truth, the nature 
caused by Allah in which He has made people.’ He showed the king of 
its fruits on the Day of revelation of this verse: This day have I 
perfected your religion for you, completed My favour upon you, and chosen 
Islam as your religion.’ And whatever was possible of the teachings of 
guidance was combined in the City of Knowledge and Seal of 
Wisdom. Allah, the Exalted, confined that City of Knowledge with 
conclusive wisdom so error and desire cannot enter it. He guarded 
it from flawed intellects and corrupt hearts so that they cannot 
damage the gems of knowledge and wisdom with mistakes and 
desires. He opened only one route to that City and that is the 
Straight Path of the Greatest Guardianship. He opened simply one 
door to the world and mankind, which is the door of the highest 
level of Imamat that requires definite infallibility from all mistakes 
and desires. He (SA) said: I am the City of Knowledge and Ali is its 
Gate.” 

It is noteworthy that the link between the whole of the 
Ummah with the highest Messenger (AS) and the greatest Imam is 
the human /tzi Fatima al-Zahra' (AS), till the Day of Judgement. 

It is she who is the means of continuation in this world for 
the essence of the Seal of the Prophets (SA). The dimension of his 
sovereignty, which is his progeny and the dimension of his 


divinity, which is his religion, have both remained through the 
greatest truthful lady, Fatima (AS). 

It is she who is the means of the rising of the stars of 
Imamat. The horizon of her life is the rising of the forbearance of 
Hasan (AS), the bravery of Husayn (AS), the worship of Sajjad 
(AS), the nobility of Bagir (AS), the traditions of Ja*far (AS), the 
knowledge of Kazim (AS), the proofs of Rida (AS), the generosity 
of Taqi (AS), the purity of Naqi (AS), and the dignity of ‘Askari 
(AS). From Husayn (AS), who is the lamp of guidance and arch of 
salvation, to the Promised Mahdi (AS), with whom end the 
legacies of the prophets, and due to whom mankind is given 
sustenance. Because of his existence the earth and the heaven 
remain. They are the fruits of the noble tree, whose root is firn and whose 
branches are in heaven, yielding its fruit in every season by the permission of tts 
Lord. 

In short, the gems of the hidden treasures of the Exalted 
Lord are from the pearl of infallibility. The glowing torch (SA) of 
His Prophets, from Adam to the Last One, and the shining lamp 
of the Imamat of the Guided Imams (AS) are radiant due to the 
essence of Fatima al-Zahra' (AS). 'The last pearl of this treasure 
and the shining star of this sky is he who will fill the earth with peace 
and justice like it was filled with injustice and oppression," and due to his 
existence is the interpretation of this verse: He it is Who sent His 
Messenger with guidance and the religion of truth, that He might cause it to 
prevail over all religions, though the polytheists may be averse.'’ Due to him 
is the explanation of this verse: And the earth shall beam with the light 
of its Lord." 

It must be known that the rank of the Night of Destiny, 
which is the place of the greatest book of Allah, is unknown. The 
position of Kawthar, which is a gift of the Lord of the greatest 
throne to the Noble Messenger, is concealed from our perception. 


The Shrahs and the Sunnis have both acknowledged the 
issuance of these words from the tongue of a prophet (SA) who does 
not speak out of desire.” The critics, who have spent all of their 
abilities trying to weaken the transmission of the traditions in the 
merits of the infallible household (of the Prophet (SA)), are unable 
to alter the transmission of this tradition. They also bore witness 
with content and the conditions of the experts of tradition that the 
Messenger of Allah (SA) has said: Indeed, Fatima is a part of me. 
Whatever distresses her distresses me and whatever hurts her hurts me. And 
he (SA) has also said: Fatima is a part of me. Whoever angers her has 
angered me. He has expressed Fatima (AS) to be a part of his 
essence. 

The one, who is the first to be created'® and the best who 
ever uttered, has declared her to be a part of his essence. The one, 
who is the greatest name from the beautiful names of Allah and 
the highest attribute of Allah from the attributes, has declared her 
anger to be his own. His anger is the anger of Allah. This status 
indicates that Fatima (AS) is a branch from the attribute of Allah’s 
light. The reflection of the anger of Allah and the Messenger is in 
the anger of the most truthful Lady. Hence, both of the sects have 
narrated about Fatima (AS), Indeed, Allah is angered for your anger, and 
becomes pleased with your pleasure." 

The highest level of human perfection is infallibility, where 
pleasure and anger rotate around the pleasure and anger of God. 
However, the upper level of infallibility is when the perfect human 
being reaches a stage where his pleasure is absolutely for the 
pleasure of God and his anger is totally for the anger of God. 
Fatima al-Zahra’ (AS) is one for whose pleasure Allah is pleased, 
and for whose anger Allah is angered. This is a status which causes 
(even) the perfect ones to be astonished. 

She is the one where the stars of the sky of guardianship 
shine and she is the one where the mysteries of the limits of the 


Book of Guidance are treasured. She is the one who is the spouse 
of one and mother of eleven (altogether 12) Imams from the 
progeny of Isma‘il (AS), about whom God informed Ibrahim (AS) 
in book 17 of Torah. She is the one who is a great sign that 
appeared in the states of enlightenment of John [Yahanna]J; a lady 
that raised the sun, the moon was beneath her feet and on her 
head was a crown with twelve stars." 

In the chapter “the Smoke” from the Qur'àn, she is ‘the 
Blessed Night’ therein every wise affair is made distinct.” She is the one 
in the Noble Qur'àn, who has been regarded as plural while being 
singular; ovr women.” She and her husband are the two oceans of 
Prophethood and Knowledge that have been interpreted from: He 
has made the two seas to flow freely (so that) they meet together?” She is the 
only woman whose prayer the Almighty God has paralleled with 
the prayer of the Last of the Messengers (SA) and the Master of 
the Successors (AS). 

She is the solitary lady who has been placed with the crown 
of the verse: IW only feed you for /Allab's sake; we desire from you neither 
reward nor thanks.”? 

The Messenger of Allah (SA) saw that it was written on the 
Door of Paradise in the Night of Ascension: Fatima is the chosen one 
of Allah.” Indeed, it is Ahmad who is free to choose, who is 
worthy of a daughter who is the chosen one of Allah. 

She is the one about whom the Messenger of Allah (SA) 
has said: I will be resurrected on a horse-like animal made of light, whose step 
will be as far as he can see, while Fatima will be resurrected before me. ^ It is 
sufficient for her that she will be resurrected before the Leader of 
the First and the Last. This is the manifestation of the verse: Ov 
that day you will see the faithful men and the faithful women—their light 
running before them.’ She will be resurrected before the light of he 
who Allah has named the Glowing Torch in the Noble Qur'an and 
the Verse of Light; He has announced him as the likeness of His 
own light. 
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It is enough to describe her personality as the first to enter 
in the seat of honour with a most Powerful King.” On the other hand, the 
Jirst person to enter Paradise is Fatima (AS).”” When she takes the 
Abode of Mercy, the prophets (AS) will come to visit her; Adam 
and all the other Prophets (AS) will visit you. 

The Prophet (SA) is the only being for whom Allah has 
said to the believers that ‘I conferred’: Certainly Allah conferred a 
benefit upon the believers when He raised among them a Messenger from 
among themselves.” However, as a persistence of his essence, Allah 
has conferred to the Prophet his daughter as a benefit: Veri/y We 
have given you Kawthar. So pray to your Lord and offer sacrifice. Verily your 
enemy shall be the one who is cut off (in progeny)” 

The treasures of the knowledge of the Infallible Imams 
(AS) are summarised into three books after the Holy Qur'an: Jzfr, 
Jamitah and Mushaf Fatima (AS). After the death of the Messenger 
of Allah (SA), Fatima (AS) became extremely grieved from the 
separation of her father. Based on the authentic tradition from the 
sixth Imam, Ja*far ibn Muhammad al-Sadiq (AS), Jibr'il used to 
descend to her presence to console her and would inform her of 
her father's position. He would also inform her of what would 
happen to her progeny after her. The Commander of the Faithful 
(AS) would write down everything. That scripture [Musha] 
became the treasure of knowledge of what was going to happen. 

The influence of her holy soul and the magnetism that was 
in her must be realised, the part of the reality of Muhammad, that 
the Lord of Mighty Power, from the highest part of the horizon, 
and Jibril, from the farthest lote-tree, would be subdued to her 
influence and magnetised to her reality. Indeed, peace and 
protection from the filth of the materialistic world caused the 
angels and archangel to descend for the Night of Destiny, who is 
the dawn of the suns of the sky of Guardianship. 

It has come in an authentic tradition from Mūsa ibn 
Qasim, who says that I asked Abü Ja*far, the second, (Imam Taqt 
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(AS)), *I intended to perform the circumambulation of the House 
of God (Makkah) on your behalf and on behalf of your father. I 
was told that it is not permissible to do so on behalf of the 
successors (of the Prophet)." 

He (AS) replied: Whatever is possible for you in performing the 
circumambulation on their behalf, do it. . 

After three years, I had the chance to visit him again; 
therefore, I told him, “One day I performed the circumambulation 
on behalf of the Messenger of Allah (SA) three times. The Imam 
(AS) said three times, ‘May Allah bless the Messenger of Allah.’ 
The next day I performed it on behalf of the Commander of the 
Faithful (AS), the third day on behalf of Hasan (AS), the fourth 
day on behalf of Husayn (AS), the fifth day on behalf of *Ali ibn 
al-Husayn (AS), on the sixth day on behalf of Abu Ja‘far 
Muhammad ibn ‘Ali (AS), the seventh day on behalf of Ja*far ibn 
Muhammad (AS), the eighth day on behalf of your grandfather 
Misa (AS), the ninth day on behalf of your father *Ali (AS) and on 
the tenth day on your behalf. O my master, I sometimes perform 
the circumambulation on behalf of your grandmother, Fatima 
(AS), and sometimes IJ do not.” 

He (AS) responded: Do perform this circumambulation more 
often, for it is the most rewarding of the actions you perform." 

The ocean of merits of one whose name makes the 
circumambulation of the House of Allah the most rewarding 
action cannot be described in speech or writing. 

Shaykh Sadüq has mentioned a tradition in his books; a/- 
"Amáli, *llal al-Sbaráy* and aLKbigdl from Imam al-Sadiq (AS): 
Fatima (AS) has nine names before Allah, the Mighty and High: Fatima, 
Siddiqab, Mubdrakah, Tahirah, Zakiyyah, Radiyab, Mardiyyab, 
Muhaddathah and Zahra’...” towards the end of the tradition he (AS) 
added, ‘If the Commander of the Faithful (AS) had not married her, then 
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there was no one parallel to her on the surface of the earth till the Day of 
Judgement; not Adam or anyone after him” 

The names which were given to her from Allah, the 
Mighty and High, each indicate a status and rank which cannot be 
explained in this brief work. It would suffice with the mention of 
two traditions regarding the first and the last names. It is narrated 
from the sixth Imam (AS) in the commentary of the chapter of the 
Qur’an “the Destiny” that he said: The Night of Destiny is Fatima. 
Therefore, whoever recognises Fatima in her true recognition has comprehended 
the Night of Destiny. Indeed, she was named Fatima because no creation is 
capable of recognising her.” 

Shaykh Saduq has mentioned a tradition in his books; “I/a/ 
al-Sbaray* and Ma'ani al-Akhbar, on the authority of ‘Ammiara that 
he said, “I asked a question from Abü *Abd Allah (al-Sadiq (AS)), 
‘Why was Fatima (AS) named al-Zahra’?” He (AS) answered: She 
was named so because when she used to stand up for prayer, her light would 
shine for the inhabitants of the heavens like the lights of the stars for the 
inhabitants of the earth.” 

The extent of the light of her knowledge and faith is so 
intense that its rising reaches the inhabitants of the highest levels. 
The Imam (AS) was asked in another tradition why Fatima (AS) 
was named al-Zahra’, he replied: For, there is a dome for her in Paradise 
made of red rubies, the height of which is the travel of one year. It is hanging 
with the power of the Almighty. It is neither connected to anything from above, 
nor does it have any pillars below it. It has a thousand doors and at each door 
there are a thousand angels. The inhabitants of the Paradise see it like you all 
see the most shining star in the horizon of the sky.” 

Based on the judgement of the intellect, the Qur'an and 
the Sunnah, the levels in the world of reward are according to the 
levels of knowledge, faith, ethical conduct and good deeds. The 
distance between the dome, which is the place of Fátima (AS), and 
the place of the inhabitants of the Paradise explains the difference 
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between the status of the inhabitants of the Paradise and the status 
of Fatima (AS). That difference is like the difference of the sky to 
the earth. 

Qutb al-Din narrates from the Sixth Imam (AS): When 
Khadija (AS) passed away, Fatima (AS) would come to the Messenger of 
Allah (SA) and ask, Where is my mother, O Messenger of Allah? The 
Messenger of Allah would not answer her (due to sadness). Jibra’il came down 
and said, Your Lord commands you to say ‘peace’ to Fatima (AS) and tell 
her, your mother is with Asiyah and Maryam (AS) in a palace, the roof of 
which is made of gold and its pillars are of ruby.’ Therefore, Fatima (AS) 
said, Indeed Allah is peace, from Him is peace and to Hirn is peace.” 

The pen and the words are incapable of writing the status 
of someone to whom the Seal of the Prophets (SA) is commanded 
to deliver peace from God when she was only a child, and the 
trustworthy Jibra'il carries the condolences from the Lord of the 
worlds to her. 

Her Godly soul transformed the hearts of the ones who 
had the honour of serving her vicinity, so much so that their 
accepted prayers ruled the laws of nature. The power of their 
intent from the lowest part of the earth subjugated the worlds 
beyond heavens. 

Ibn Shahr Ashüb narrates a tradition from ‘Ali ibn 
Mu‘ammar, who said, “After the death of Fatima (AS), Umm 
Ayman could not bear the emptiness of Medina from the Most 
Truthful Lady. So she travelled to Makkah. In Juhfah, she became 
so thirsty that she thought she was going to die of thirst. She lifted 
her head to the heavens and said, ‘O Lord, I am the servant of the 
daughter of Your Messenger.’ A utensil full of water from Paradise 
came for her. She drank from it and after that for seven years she 
did not feel hunger or thirst.””” 

In the same book it is narrated from Malik ibn Dinar that 
he said, “When people were preparing for the pilgrimage of Hajj, I 
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saw a lady who people were advising to avoid the travel for Hajj 
due to her weakness, but she did not accept. In the middle of 
nowhere her camel stopped from going further. The weak lady 
lifted her head to the sky and said, *Neither You made me stay in 
my house, nor did You take me to Your House. If someone other 
than You had done this to me, then I would have complained 
against him to You.’ Suddenly, a man appeared in that desert. He 
was holding the bridle of a camel. He said to the woman, ‘Ride 
this.” When she rode it, the camel crossed that desert like lightning. 
When I reached the place of circumambulation, I saw the woman 
there. I said, ‘For the sake of God, tell me who you are!’ She 
replied, ‘I am Shuhra daughter of Maska, who was the daughter of 
Fidda the servant of al-Zahra’.””* 

One whose heart is the throne of the Beneficent in 
recognition of Allah, whose intent is perished in the intent of 
Allah, and whose swollen feet in the place of worship are a witness 
of the worship of Allah, then the reward of serving such a person 
is acceptance of prayer in the presence of the Lord of all Lords. 

The dinner table used to come down from heaven for 
Maryam, the most truthful woman of her time. Similarly, water 
comes down from the heaven for the servant of the most truthful 
woman of all times. If Asif ibn Barkhiya shortens the earth with 
the power of some knowledge of the Book, then the 
granddaughter of Fidda, servant of Fatima (AS) travels through the 
mountains and deserts like lightning. 

The Day of Judgement is the Day of accountability and 
reward. It is a day for which it said: And We will set up a just balance 
on the Day of Resurrection, so no soul shall be dealt with unjustly in the 
least?" and the measuring out on that day will be just” It will be a day of 
righteousness and justice in its full term. The actions and levels of 
closeness (to Allāh) will be based on the levels of knowledge and 
faith. Allāh will exalt those of you who believe, and those who are given

knowledge, in high degrees; and for all are degrees according to what they 
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did It is a day on which the abasing and exalting, rising and 
reducing will be based on the quantity and quality of thoughts, 
ethics and deeds. When the great event comes to pass, there is no belying its 
coming to pass—abasing (one party), exalting (the other)” The 
resurrection of everyone is according to his character. On that day 
men shall come forth in sundry bodies that they may be shown their works. $0, 
he who bas done an atom's weight of good shail see it and he who has done an 
atom's weight of evil shall see it." 

On such a day, the endless mercies of the Bestowing God 
and disobedience and sins of mankind will be reached out to. Due 
to the absolute mercy of the All-Merciful Lord, mankind, who did 
not exist, was created with limbs and parts of the body in the 
darkness and hidden womb from a very lowly life-germ. The world 
is still astonished at the mystery of his creation, from his systems 
of sight and hearing, to his reaching the high levels of wisdom and 
knowledge that have dissected the atom and have discovered the 
furthest of the galaxies. There surely came over man a period of time when 
he was a thing not worth mentioning. Surely We have created man from a 
small life-germ uniting (itself): We mean to try him, so We have made him 
hearing, seeing. Surely We have shown him the way, be he grateful or 
ungrateful.” And He has made subservient to you whatsoever is in the heavens 
and whatsoever is in the earth. 

Every moment of mankind’s life is not only related to the 
earth; rather, it is related to the solar system, and the solar system 
is connected to the galaxy, and the galaxy to the Milky Way. And if 
Jou count Allah's favours, you will not be able to number them.” Therefore, 
each and every act of disobedience to Allah is being unthankful to 
His countless favours. It is also belittling His reverence, His eternal 
Majesty and His endless Exaltation and Glory. On the other hand, 
each and every act of obedience is a favour in itself, which causes a 
human being to be included in the mercy of the Lord. It is 
achieved through His favour and bounty. Hence, it necessitates 
thanking. There is no end or limit to this cycle. In conclusion, the 
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wise and the mystics see nothing but fault and blame in the 
presence of the Bestowing God. Verily, Allah is feared only by those of 
His servants who are endowed with knowledge.” 

In obtaining such mercies with such errors, the only path 
of salvation is access (/awassw and attainment of intercession of 
one who has reached the highest possible status of absolute service 
(to Allah). He must be at the stage where Allah says: Who is he that 
can intercede with Him but by His permission?” These are the ones who 
have eliminated their pleasure and anger in the pleasure and anger 
of God. They are the ones who, in place of their evil desires, have 
placed His divine intent as their sovereign. Their status is that the 
intent of the Lord, in the decrees of His affairs, comes down to 
them and is executed from their House. 

We suffice with an authentic tradition in this place, which 
is transmitted from the Great Shaykh Muhammad ibn Nu‘man 
Mufid, on the authority of Shaykh Sadag, Muhammad ibn ‘Ali ibn 
Masa, on the authority of °Ali ibn Ibrahim, on the authority of his 
father Ibrahim ibn Hashim, on the authority of Muhammad ibn 
Abū ‘Umayr, on the authority of Abin ibn ‘Uthm4n, on the 
authority of Imam Ja‘far ibn Muhammad al-Sadiq (AS).” 

This tradition is most authentic, as it contains in its 
transmission Shaykh Mufid, Shaykh Saduq, ‘Ali ibn Ibrahim and 
Ibrahim ibn Hashim, who are the greatest of the trustworthy and 
just, and pillars of knowledge and traditions. It also contains two 
people from the narrators on whom there is consensus in the 
Imamis, that if anything comes from them then the tradition is 
authentic. 

A part of this tradition is related to this topic, wherein Abu 
‘Abd Allah al-Sadiq (AS) said: On the Day of Resurrection, Allah will 
gather all the people in one place. At that time, an angel will call ont, ‘close 

_your eyes and lower your heads until Fatima, daughter of Mubammad (SA), 
crosses the Sirat? 
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All will close their eyes and bow their heads while Fatima (AS) 
comes riding on a she-camel from the camels of the Paradise. Seventy thousand 
angels will be accompanying her. She will stop at an honourable place from the 
Places of the Day of Judgement. She will then come off the camel and will hold 
the shirt with the blood stains of Husayn ibn “Ali (AS) and will say: O 
Lord! This is the shirt of my son and You know how my son was treated. 

Alt that point Allah, the Mighty and High, will say to Fatima: I 
desire your pleasure. 

In every sentence of this noble tradition, there are 
mysteries. The shirt she will hold in her hand is connected to the 
revenge of Allah, which the Messenger of Allah (SA) placed on the 
pole of the Throne, and the pole will tremble till the Day of 
Judgement.” 

According to the tradition which Shaykh Sadüq has 
counted as the most authentic of traditions in the chapter of 
pilgrimage [x/ydrah] in his book Man La Yahduruhn al-Fagih, it says: 
All shadowed things of the Throne and the spirits of all creations trembled for 
that blood (of Husayn (AS)). All those which can be seen and all those that 
cannot be seen shed tears for that blood.” The blood, which at the time 
of being shed with its dry lips and witnessing of pain said: In the 
name of Allah, for Allah and for the people of the Messenger of Allah.” 

The price of such a pearl is nothing but that the Exalted 
will call him and will guarantee him His pleasure on the Day of 
Judgement. This pleasure will suffice for the intercession of the 
sinful ones of their sins from this Ummah. 

She is the one whose father is a mercy for the universe and 
whose son is the lamp of light of guidance. He is Allah’s vast 

mercy and the gate of salvation for the Ummah. She is the Honour 
of God herself and is the continuation of the essence of the last 
message till the Day of Judgement. She can open the doors of 
mercy for the Ummah on such a day of yearning with manifestation 
of her service, earnestness and sincerity. 
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The illuminations of perfection and lights of magnificence 
of such a bright sun on the horizon of infallibility is more than 
which can be handled with partial intellects. My intention was to 
give an indication as a reminder for the wise. 

What happened after the Messenger of Allah (AS), that 
such a personality, who possessed a delicate heart, tore her heart 
away from sons like Hasan and Husayn (AS), lowered her eyes 
from her little daughters and said: O My God! Hasten my death to 
mef’ She also said: So many calamities were poured on me that if they were 
poured on days they would change into nights” When she was placed in 
her grave, her afflicted body had remained like a shadow: She had 
become like a shadow.” 

‘Ali (AS), the man whose power of determination made 
both worlds bend over knees, had become so moved with this 
tribulation that he said to the Messenger of Allah (SA): As to my 
grief, it knows no bounds, and as to my nights, they will remain sleepless.” 

She was such a pearl that was the apple of the eye of the 
universe and mankind, but was afflicted in such a way that the 
Commander of the Faithful (AS) addressed the Prophet (SA) 
saying: Your daughter will soon inform you of tbe atrocities against ber." She 
was buried unfortunately during the night and no one knew what 
she was, what she bore and what she went through. It was such 
that the bravest man (*Ali (AS)) had to say in the sermon called 
Shigshiqiyyah: I adopted patience although there was pricking in the eye and 
suffocation in the throat. He lived for thirty years with suffocation and 
pricking in his eye; yet, he remained patient. A patience which did 
not tremble his feet in the Battle of Uhud; likewise, in the Battle of 
Khaybar he showed his courageousness. What is more, in eighty 
other places he broke all barriers. However, upon the death of 
Fatima (AS) he said: O Messenger of Allah, my patience about your chosen 
(daughter) has been exhausted.” 

Our existence and the perfection of our essence are due to 
the Noble Messenger (SA). He is the means of our constitutional 
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[/a&niniyyab] and legislative [/zsbrzzyyaP| nurture from the Lord of 
the Worlds. He has an eternal right over every Muslim due to the 
guidance he has given about the Beginning (God) and the End in 
whoever Allah sent and whatever He sent. Based on the demand 
of wisdom in thanking the Benefactor and the Islamic ruling in 
necessity of love for the Near Relatives: Say: I do not ask of you any 
reward for it but love for my near relatives.” 

Fatima (AS) is the most beloved and nearest relative of the 
Messenger of Allah (SA). The nightly burial and concealment of 
her grave was a tragic event, for, she is the treasure of God’s 
mysteries, the Honour of God, the part of the Seal of the 
Messengers, the wife of the Master of the Successors, and the 
mother of the Imams (AS). Our responsibility is that we should 
rise and do whatever is possible in reverence for the signs of the 
day of her martyrdom. Only because the day of her martyrdom is 
the certification of proving the righteousness of the first of the 
oppressed, “I have not seen any right like his being shattered.” 

Revival of the martyrdom day of Fatima (AS) is revival of 
the Commander of the Faithful (AS). Revival of his affair is the 
revival of the affair of the Seal of the Prophets (SA), as he is the 
soul of the Prophet. Hence, the revival of the Seal of the Prophets 
(SA) is revival of all the prophets and apostles. Thus, the revival of 
the prophets of Allah is the revival of recognition and service to 
the Lord of the Worlds. 

With the order of this verse in seeking access: O you who 
believe! Fear Allah and seek access to Him the best deed, which is 
pleasure of Allah, His Messenger and His sent Imams, is to revere 
the signs of grief for her. 

I hope that the ones that have hope in the intercession of 
her father on the Day of Judgement, wish to see her husband at 
the time of death, and desire to be counted in the prayer of the 
Most Truthful Lady in the fright and loneliness of the first night of 
the grave, will struggle within the limits and in accordance of her 
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status to carry out the commemoration of her martyrdom. All 
religious organisations should raise banners in commemoration of 
the Mother of Noble Imams (AS), paying condolences to the Sibt 
Akbar Hasan) and the Master of the Martyrs (AS), with the hope 
that we may be paying our homage to her father and her husband, 
who are the first and second persons of all possible beings. We 
must also commemorate with the hope that it may be an ointment 
over the wounds of her infallible sons, who are the divine leaders 
of the men and the jinn. It should also be a means of showing our 
respect for the one who is the Anchor of the earth and the 
heavens, the Guardian of the Time and the Master of the Age. 

It is necessary for all believers to pay attention to this 
point, not through prejudice and force, but because reasoning and 
proof demand: Surely the (true) religion with Allah is Islam? also 
because Islam is firm in its principles and practices due to the 
Infallible Imams: Through us Allah was recognised and through us Allah 
was served. We are the guides to Allah. If we were not there, then Allah 
would not have been served.“ There are hands which are working in 
weakening the strong connection of our people with the divine 
leaders, who are the light of guidance and the ark of salvation of 
the Ummah. They want us to turn away from the Right Path, which 
is the fruit of the lives of the Infallible Imams (AS), and is the 
result of the scientific and practical struggle of Godly scholars and 
guided jurists, to a confirmed misguidance, which is deviation 
from the guardianship of Allah's Guardians and immunity from 
His enemies. Therefore, our intellectual and Islamic responsibility 
is to revere the signs of our religion. The most apparent 
implication of this is to show respect to the Most Truthful Lady 
(AS), to hold on to the Rope of Allah, which are the Qur'àn and 
the Progeny (of the Prophet), and to safeguard the path of Allah 
from the thieves. 

Fortunate are those who are successful in serving the holy 
cause of the one who will intercede on the Day of Resurrection 
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and acquire the pleasure of Allah through her pleasure. For, the 
pleasure of Allah is the end hope of all the Prophets and 
Guardians: This is Allah's blessing, He gives it to whom He pleases.” It is 
a must that through establishing the signs on the day of her 
martyrdom, this true practice is safeguarded from the deception of 
the enemies and hypocrites. 

- For blessing, I conclude my words with the last will of that 
Holy Lady (AS): 

In the name of Allah, the Beneficent, the Merciful. This is the will 
which Fatima (AS), daughter of the Messenger of Allah (SA) has made. She 
bears witness that there is no god but Allah and that Muhammad is His 
Servant and Messenger. She bears witness that Paradise is true, Hell-fire is 
true and the Day of Judgement is to come, there is no doubt in it and that 
Allah will raise the dead from the graves. O Ali! I am Fatima, daughter of 
Muhammad. Allāh married me to you so that I can be for you both in this 
world and the Hereafter. You have more right over me than myself. Give me 
Hunüt' yourself, wash my body and shroud me during the night. Pray on my 
body and bury me during the night. Do not inform anyone of my death. I 
commend you to Allah’s protection. Deliver my greetings [salam] to all of my 
progeny till the Day of Judgement. 

This is a will which the one making it made it at the time 
of witnessing the Beginning, the End, Paradise, Hell, the 
Messengership, and the Messenger. From the time of the 
revelation of the verse: Alah bears witness that there is no god but He, 
and (so do) the angels and those possessed of knowledge, maintaining His 
creation with justice; there is no god but He, the Mighty, the Wise,” till the 
Day of the Witnesses, such a witness from a martyr has never been 
established before, nor shall ever be established after. 

This is a witness that was established in the presence of 
two witnesses: the first being Allah and second His Guardian, Say: 





' Rubbing of camphor over seven parts of prostration. 
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Allah is sufficient as a witness between me and you and whoever has 
knowledge of the Book.” 

The recognition of this witness, its bearer, and what it 
bears upon is specified with the ones with knowledge, who know 
the levels of the Unity of God, the status of the Seal of the 
Messengers, the reality of Paradise and Hell, and the mysteries of 
the raising of the dead from their graves and the difficulties of the 
Day of Reckoning. 

Our intention is to signify the last sentence of this will: 
‘Deliver my greetings to all of my progeny till the Day of 
Judgement.’ This sentence is in itself a witness upon the fact that 
she (AS) knew, through connection with the unseen world and 
encompassment over the world beyond sight [shwhid], that her 
progeny will continue till the Day of Judgement. She asked the 
- Commander of the Faithful (AS) to deliver her greetings to all her 
children till the Day of Judgement. 

The Fatimid men and women must realise what a crown 
she has placed over their heads. They must also understand what 
immense responsibility she has laid over their shoulders. What 
position does the crown of the kings of this world hold in 
comparison with the metaphorical crown of the greeting from the 
Honour of God to her progeny? The greeting of the Most 
Truthful Woman (AS) has risen from the Heart of the Qur’an, the 
chapter of Yasin, which is connected to the greeting from the 
Heart of the Chapter of Yasin: Peace: a word from a Merciful Lord.” 

An enormous accountability is placed in the answer to this 
greeting. This greeting is from a sacred personality to whom God 
Himself sends blessings and salutations: He és Allah, besides Whom 
there is no god; the King, the Holy, the Giver of peace.” 

The reply to this greeting [salām] is that all of her children 
should defend the rights of their mother up to the Day of 
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Judgement. The reply to this greeting is according to the (spiritual) 
status of every Sayyid.” 

It must not happen that a Sayyid reaches a position where 
he comes short of his duty towards proving her righteousness. For 
indeed proving her righteousness is reviving the affair of the divine 
leadership of the Imams, because she used to say to her father 
with an afflicted body: My strength has finished?” She used to say in 
the grief of her father: He, who smells the fragrance from the dust (of the 
grave) of Ahmad? should not care even if he does not smell any other perfume 
in his lifetime.” She has said in defence of the divine leadership of 
the Infallible Imams (AS): Our obedience is the system for the people and 
our leadership is a refuge from division.” 

One must not be neglectful in reaching out to the less 
deserving of her Shiites, because her heart is connected to the 
hearts which are grieved for her grief and are pleased for her 
pleasure. 

The Sayyids who are learned must reply to her greeting 
through spreading wisdom, good admonishment, and useful 
discussions with the orphans of Muhammad's Progeny. They must 
not let these pigeons with broken wings be deceived by the doubts 
of the opponents in the period of Occultation (of the Twelfth 
Imàm (AS)). You must not allow the satans from the jinn and the 
men to hunt them down. 

The Sayyids who are wealthy must reply to her greeting by 
not wasting their money in suppressing the basis of the 
constitution for which she gave her life; rather, they should spend 
in reviving the signs on the day of her martyrdom. 


? Sayyid is a title given to a descendant of the Holy Prophet (SA); hence, the 
descendant of his daughter, Fatima (AS). 

3 Ahmad is the name of the Messenger of Allah, Muhammad (SA) given to him 
by his mother, Amina (AS). 
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The common Sayyids should take notice of her 
heartbreaking words, which she said in her will to the Commander 
of the Faithful (AS): Give me Hit yourself, wash my body and 
shroud me during the night. Pray upon my body and bury me 
during the night. Do not inform anyone of my death. 

The least response which has to be made is that to 
constitute for the isolation of her funeral (which can never be 
constituted), is to, in grief, hold banners on the eve of her 
martyrdom in every city and town. Also, wear clothing to mark the 
sorrow and march the streets saying to your great-grandmother: 
We will never forget you, or the hardships you bore. Whatever we 
may forget, but we will not forget your broken heart, afflicted 
body and your lost grave 4// Allah should give judgment, and He is the 
Best of the Judges.” 

O Allah, for the sake of Fatima, her father, her husband, 
her sons, and for the sake of the mystery that is placed in her. 
Bless Fatima, her father, her husband and her sons, the count 
which is in Thy knowledge, an endless blessing, so long as Thy 
sovereign and reign continue. O Allah, hasten the reappearance of 
Your guardian. O Allah, put right all corruption from the affairs of 
the Muslims. O Allah, forgive us and our brothers who have 
preceded us in faith. And our last cry is that all praise be to Allah, 
Lord of the Worlds.

It has been reported that Abu *Abd Allah al-Sadiq (AS) 
said: “Indeed, We have revealed it in the Night of Destiny [Laylat al- 
Qadr].” The Night is Fatima.” 

This is the content of the tradition. The argument in each 
sentence requires explanation in detail. In continuation of the 
tradition that ‘the Night is Fatima’ he (AS) added: Therefore, whoever 
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recognises Fatima in her true recognition has comprehended the Night of 
Destiny. She is the Night of Destiny, which no one can appreciate. 
The continuation of this sentence is: Indeed, she was named Fatima 
because no creation is capable of recognising her.” 

Who is she? She is higher than being recognised by the 
creation! We must reflect upon this concept. This is a concept 
upon which the greatest of the human beings, i.e. uncorrupted 
intellectuals who have reached the zenith of integrity, must ponder 
to resolve. She is the Night of Destiny and the household of the 
Qur'an. 

In another place in the Qur'an it is stated: Indeed, We have 
revealed it in a Blessed Night.” In the explanation of this verse it has 
again appeared that the Blessed Night is Fatima. Therein, all wise 
affairs are made distinct.” 

The following reasons are stated in the tradition regarding 
her name: Indeed she was named Fatima because no creation is capable of 
recognising her. The meaning of the word ‘creation’ is broader than 
the meaning of ‘people’. The extent of this word includes the jinn 
and the humans. Moreover, the degree reaches the angels: Thou (O 
Allah) made angels reside in Thy skies and placed them high above from Thy 
earth. They have the most knowledge about Thee and Thy whole creation.” 
Even they are incapable of this recognition. 

What is the matter then? And who is this lady? What reality 
is concealed in her that she is above and superior to that which the 
intellects and imaginations may reach! For accomplishment of this 
issue one is in need of sound understanding, education with proof 
and reasoning, support from the most reliable proof, ie. the 
Qur'àn and help from the most authentic traditions, because the 
creation is incapable of recognising her. But why, what is 
concealed in her that the creation is incapable of recognising her?

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The following tradition has also appeared in both Shrrah 
and Sunni sources, with little difference in its text. These are the 
words: “The Prophet (SA) came out and was holding the arm of 
Fatima (AS) and said: Whoever has recognised her has recognised her...” 
Pay attention to the words! Our gathering at this moment is a 
gathering which only needs a signal. What does it mean that he 
(SA) came out holding the arm of Fatima (AS)? This action with 
this lady holds the same position as the action to that man (Alp 
on the Day of Ghadir. He (SA) did this with the most exceptional 
man of the universe on the Day of Ghadir. He held his arm and 
introduced him. Today he is holding the arm of this most 
exceptional lady of the universe and is saying: Whoever has recognised 
her has recognised her; however, whosoever does not know her recognise her 
now. 

How did he introduce her? Step by step. The words of the 
Prophet (SA) contain their own manifestations for everyone. At 
first he (SA) said: She is a part of me. Do heed the word “part”. This 
was the first step, and then from simplification he continued in 
detail. In the second step, he (SA) said: She is my heart, which is 
between my two sides? When the Prophet (SA) says “I”, it refers to 
other than ‘my body’. Grammatically, ‘body’ is in the construct 
state and ‘my’ is a noun of a genitive construction. 

Take notice of these expressions: ‘my part’ (not part of my 
body), ‘my heart between my two sides’. These two sides are the 
sides of his body. She alone is a part of me. A part of me is other 
than a part of my body, and my heart between my two sides is 
other than a heart between the two sides of my body. This is from 
the essence of someone who is the beginning and origin of all 
human merits: I was a Prophet when Adam was being created from water 
and earth” She is the heart of someone with such calibre. The 
implication of this is: if Fatima is taken from me, then I will remain 
but a body without life. 
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What has this lady become that she has attained such a 
status? She has become the heart of the two sides of knowledge 
and practice. The right side of the Prophet (SA) is knowledge and 
the left side is practice; the knowledge, which contains all the 
knowledge of all prophets (AS), the practice where the practices of 
all beloved ones have vanished. The heart which is found between 
these two sides of knowledge and practice is the Greatest Truthful 
Lady Fatima al-Zahra'. Now it becomes clear why Allah had said: 
They are Fatima, her father, her husband and her two sons.” 

What have you done that you have become the centre? 
What have you done that you have become the pivot? What have 
you done that you have become the heart of the heart of this 
universe? What have you done to reach the status where the Seal 
of the Prophets (SA) says about you: Whoever sends blessings on you 
will be with me wherever I am in Paradise.” 

What have you done? No one knows what you have done 
except for Allāh and the ones who are aware of the secrets of the 
treasures of Allah. You are the one about whom the sixth Imam 
(AS) has said: No creation is capable of recognising her. After paying 
attention to what we have said, which is only (the beginning of) 
the alphabet of the reality, the words of the Imam become clear. 

It has reached a place where: ‘O Allah, I ask Thee for the 
sake of Fatima and her father.’ Do reflect and take notice of this, 
work out the deep understanding of these words. ‘O Allah, for the 
sake of Fatima, her father, her husband and her sons." The 
question is for the sake of Fatima, for the sake of Fatima's father, 
Fatima's husband and her sons. 

The last step is the seal of the words. The Prophet (SA) 
was taken to the tree in the Paradise called Tz (blessedness). A 
fruit was picked from this tree. The sperm of Fatima was 
conceived. The spirit was blown into this drop. God placed the 
most precious gem from His treasure in this spirit. Here lies the 
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issue: ‘O Allāh, I ask Thee for the sake of Fatima, her father, her 
husband, her sons and for the sake of the mystery that is placed in 
her.”** What is this mystery? The Night of Ascension, the Tree of 
Tuba and the Fruit of the Paradise, were all preliminaries of this 
mystery. The explanation of this mystery requires another lecture.

O Daughter of the Prophet! Who are you? What status 
have you reached that whoever befriends you and dies, his grave 
becomes the visiting place of angels of mercy?" Then imagine, 
what must your grave be? The angels of mercy are like moths and 
the grave of the one that dies befriending you is like the candle. 
What must your own grave be like? Who goes around the place 
where you are buried? O Fakhr Razi! O Zamakhshari! Have you 
understood what you have said? Did you understand what you 
wrote? Did you understand what is the mercy of Allah? The mercy 
for which He says: it encompasses everything.” 

He who disassociates with Fatima (AS) reaches a stage 
where he goes out of being a Shrah and it is written on his 
forehead that he is disconnected from Allah's mercy." O Fakhr 
Razi, have you understood what you said? You have said, ‘faith in 
existence and non-existence and in completion and incompletion 
is based upon the love of Fatima al-Zahra’ (AS). You have said 
this, but do you know where this statement ends? You have 
written, confirmed, and approved that the Prophet (SA) has said: 
Hurting Fátima is burting me. Fatima's anger is my anger." 

I would like to talk for only a few moments regarding this 
sentence. The tradition which Fakhr has mentioned in his 
Commentary of Qur'an has unhesitatingly declared that 'the 
Prophet (SA) said' and did not reject its report. The secret behind 
it is that this tradition is of a few types: some traditions say: 
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Fatima’s pleasure is my pleasure and her anger is my anger?” Others say: 
Indeed, Allah is angered for your anger and He is pleased with your 
pleasure.” As far as the chain of narration is concerned, not only 
has no researcher hesitated in accepting it, but also the leader and 
head of all critics, Shams al-Din al-Dhahabti, has also approved it.” 

Have they understood what they have said? The 
implication of the word is that Fatima (AS) has the status of 
infallibility. However, it is not like the infallibility of Ya°qub (AS) 
or Yusuf (AS), neither Musa, (AS) nor ‘Isa (AS). Nor is it like the 
infallibility of Ibrahim (AS). Fatima (AS) has reached the status of 
the infallibility of the Seal of the Messengers (SA). Indeed, Allah is 
angered for your anger and is pleased with your pleasure.” 

The question from Fakhr al-Din al-R4zi is if Fatima is not 
infallible from mistakes and personal desires, then forcibly her 
pleasure and anger, and, if the slightest deviation from 
righteousness is found in her action, then the pleasure and anger 
of Allah would be related to voidance. Thus, based upon evidence, 
Fatima (AS) has reached a horizon and has taken an abode which 
no imagination can comprehend. It is not the time for me to 
explain that it is not infallibility; rather, it has reached beyond 
infallibility. Pay good attention! 

What is infallibility? Infallibility is when the pleasure and 
anger of a human being surpasses animal nature. It reaches the 
limits of wisdom. It should even cross human nature and reach 
divinity. If one’s pleasure is the pleasure of God and anger is the 
anger of God, then this human being reaches a level where he 
becomes angry when God becomes angry. Whenever God 
becomes pleased, he becomes pleased. 

However, the issue is above this. We say that Fatima has 
reached a stage where whenever God is angered, she is angered 
and whenever God is pleased, she is pleased. However, what the 
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Prophet (SA) has said is: God is angered for her anger and is pleased for 
her pleasure. This is where the intellect becomes deficient.

The experts on Qur’in and Hadith have unanimously 
accepted what we want to say today and the summary of that is 
this: The Prophet (SA) and the Christians from Najran came out 
to curse one another [wubdahalah\. He was wearing a black cloak on 
that promised day. That is after establishing the proof: Indeed the 
likeness of Jesus [Isä] is with Allah as the likeness of Adam.” After this 
decisive scientific proof was established, the position came to 
dispute. The concepts are clear before you all. What is significant is 
what the Sunnis have transmitted. The following should be 
addressed. 

It came to a stage of cursing one another [#ubahalah|. What 
is the reality of cursing one another? This can be established from 
the words of the Christian Archbishop; specifically, that when he 
came out he was wearing a black cloak. What was his situation 
when he came out? Whatever is being said is from the finest 
sources of commentaries on Qur'an and books of traditions. They 
do not have any connection with the Shrah school of thought. 

He came out while he was holding Husayn (AS) in his arm. 
The Master of the Martyrs [Sayyid al-Shuhada’] was old enough to 
walk, but the state in which the Prophet (SA) came out was that he 
was holding Husayn (AS) in his arm. This was the way he made his 
appearance. With his other hand he was holding the hand of 
Hasan (AS). Pay good attention at the detail in the narration. He 
was walking in front. Behind him was Fatima al-Zahra’ (AS) and 
behind her was ‘Ali ibn Abia Talib (AS). This was the state in 


which he came out. 
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This is the Prophet (SA) for whom the Qur'an says: He does 
not sbeak out of desire?* This in itself is another topic. Someone who 
does not speak out of desire does not do anything out of desire 
either. He is the one that: Whatever the Messenger gives you, accept it, and 
from whatever he forbids you, keep back.” Yt is he whose sunnah is not 
only his words, but also his approvals and actions. His motion is 
sunnah, aod his motionlessness is sunnah. All of his states and 
conditions are connected to the status of; Then he drew near, then he 
bowed, so he was the measure of two bows or closer still He is the 
conclusion of the world. This is the Seal of the Prophets (SA). He 
is the essence of existence and is the first person in the existing 
world. 

Every look is a world of wisdom of such a human being. 
His every action is the fountain of the oceans of all arts. When he 
is in front, *Ali (AS) at the back, and Fatima (AS) in the middle, 
then this in itself has an implication. The implication of this action 
is that Fatima (AS) is the barrier between the highest level of 
prophethood and the greatest level of guardianship. The 
implication of this action is that Fatima’s position is pivotal and 
central between the best revelation, its deliverance, and 
explanation of the revelation. In front of Fatima (AS) is the 
deliverance of revelation and behind her is the explanation of the 
revelation. This is Fatima al-Zahra’. Her status is unknown to all of 
the worlds. 

This is the state in which he (SA) came out. What was the 
state? What were the issues? The Christian Archbishop, the head 
of all bishops, announced to all the Najran: “I see faces coming to 
us that if such faces willed they would move the mountains from 
their positions. All of this valley would burn with fire. If they open 
their lips for prayer and lift their hands to the heavens, then no 
Christian would remain on the surface of the earth.” 

I wish the understanding of this Christian bishop tallied 
with the transmission of Fakhr Razi! However, the misfortune is 
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that the narration is from Fakhr Rāzī, but the cognisance is from 
the Christian bishop. This is in itself a great problem. Then the 
Christian bishop said, “They should not lift their hands in prayer at 
any cost.” When the Prophet (SA) had come out, he turned 
around, looked at these people and said: When I pray then say 
Amen? 

Take notice of the words, “when I pray then say 'Amen."" 
What is the meaning of this statement? O Fakhr Razil O 
Zamakhshari! O Baydawi! The meaning of this statement is this: 
‘my action is a reflection of the revelation and the revelation is: Bus 
whoever disputes with you in this matter after what has come to you of 
knowledge, then say: Come let us call our sons and your sons and our women 
and your women and our near people and your near people, then let us be 
earnest in. prayer. All must gather and then let us be earnest in 
prayer. The meaning of this statement is that, being the Seal of the 
Prophets, my prayer is required. However, the condition for the 
actualisation of this requirement is Fatima al-Zahra. Therefore, her 
amen must be added to my prayer.’ 

Such is the revelation and such is the practice of the 
Prophet (SA) that the prayer of Zahra (AS) is a condition. It is 
impossible for the requirement to have an effect without the 
condition. Thus, it is not logical to pray at such a time, in dispute 
with the Christians of Najran. Therefore, when the hands of the 
Prophet (SA) go up (in prayer), then there must be four sets of 
hands rising up to the heavens at the same time. If this is how it is, 
then who is *Ali (AS)? Who is Fatima (AS)? Who is Hasan (AS)? 
Who is Husayn (AS)?

This 
man has said it himself and this is in Sahih al-Bukhart. The one 
who came to burn down the house with ‘Ali, Fatima, Hasan and 
Husayn (AS) in it, Bukhari has written in his Sahih that he said: 
‘The allegiance to Abu Bakr was an error, Allah protected the 
people from this evil.’
